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A case, romantic in its details, and 
showing an amount of juvenile depravi- 
ty rarely witnessed, was before the no- 
tice of Police Magistrate Carpenter, at 
the central station yesterday afternoon. 
The facts in the case briefly as follows: 

About 6 o'clock on Tuesday evening a 
lad, not sixteen years of age, na 
John F. Webster, who resides at Broad 
aud Christian streets, went into Jobn 
Livesey’s pawnbroking establishment, 
situated at No. 1102 South street, and 
presented a letter purporting to be sign- 
ed by his father. This note asked for 
an advance on a gold watch and chain, 
attached to which was a masonic combi- 
nation jewel, which the lad presented. 
The pawnabroker gave $30 on the arti- 
cles named, and when the youth left the 
place he was watched. The pawnbroker 
observed another youth, somewhat older, 
come up, and the money was divided. 
As it was apparent that 
something was wrong, Captain 
Curry and poligeeman McCully were no 
tified, and Webster was arrested, but his 
companion escaped at the time. On the 
persoa of Webster $19 95 were found 
Subsequently a young fellow named John 
Smith, 21 years of age, was arrested at 
his home, No. 213 Union street. In his 
possession stoleu property was found, 
and also pawn-tickets calling for differ 
ent articles, These articles are parts of 
plunder of three robberies, one of which 
Was Commitied in the seventeenth ward 
early on Monday morning. The prison- 
ers were taken to the Central station on 
Tuesday evening, and there two ladies 
und a gentleman identified various little 
articles of jewelry found among the 
property recovered. 

The capture of these young fellows 
caused an exposure of juvenile depravity 
und some astounding matters connected 
therewith.

Le had a rope which he made into a lasso, 
With this he practiced at astake put up 
in the yard, and when he got proficient 
it Washis Intention to go out upon the 
road and lasso people. Though scarcely 
sixteen years of age, a girl named Fan- 
nie had joined his fortunes, and the pair 
were certain to have been married next 
week

to avoid trouble. However, both white 
and black boys met about half way be- 
tween the Keller and negro schools near 
the Keller market. both parties 
meeting a general row ed, in which, 
besides the boys, black Men and women 
took part, which resulted in the white 
boys being driven back LA a mob of three 
to one on the opposing side, with about 
three or four slightly injured, when 
they beat a hasty retreat and returned in 
a short time with a large  rein- 
forcement of boys, when the 
fight was again renew A colored 
man named Eugene Duclostenge, who 
was engaged in the first engagement, was 
running away from the scene of battle, 
and when on Felicity road, between Mag- 
nolia and Clara streets, about a square 
from the place, dropped ia the middle of 
the street, and was removed to Mr. Bulk- 
tay’s house on Terpsichore street, between 
Locust and Freret, where he died in ten 
minutes after he was placed in bed, al- 
though every assistance possible was ren- 
dered by the people in the house to save 
his life.

The principal modifications 
in this substitute for the bill passed by 
the senate last winter are the omission of 
cemeteries, and the insertion of a provision 
for separate echools for the races in those 
states in which each is afforded the same 
educational facilities. These changes will 
remove the objections entertained by many 
sincere friends of the negroes who have 
feared that mixed schoois might increase 
rather than dissipate the prejudice of race 
against race, and be fatal to the public 
school systems of the southern states. But 
with the opposition of those who doubt the 
expediency of any legislation on the sub- 
ject, combined with that of many who 
think the proposed substitute does not go 
far enough, and the indifference of others, 
there is little probability that even this bill 
will ever be found on the statute-book.

little proclamation, preparatory to the 
use of the available bayonets at his com- 
mand. Anarchy and tyranny now await 
the people of Mississippi; for that state 
seems destined to take the place of

peals were disregarded, and their remon- 
strances were vain. They also had 
learned thatthe records of their courts 
were being mutilated forthe purpose of 
protecting corrupt efficials. 

In their extremity a number of them 
repaired to the court house and demand- 
ed of their irresponsible officials a sur- 
render of their trust. 

That this may have been technically 
wrong, may be conceded; yet can it be 
said that when the people, in moral jus- 
tice at least, required at the handsof 
their officers a compliauce with the pro- 
visions of the law, or a vacation of their 
oftices, illegally held, that it is an excuse 
for these men thus deposed to summon 
their clans in the night time, and with- 
out notice march upon the city ? Upto 
this time there had been no violence and 
no bloodshed, and no more of threats 
and intimidation than could reasonably 
have been expected from a community 
thus excited, wronged and outraged. 

Had the governor at this juncture, 
with adue regard for the rights of all, 
and aschief executive of the whole peo- 
ple, gone to Vicksburg and diligently in- 
quired into the complaints upon the one 
hand, and the alleged wrongs upon the 
other, and shown a determination to 
have the laws faithfully and fairly exe- 
cuted, without partiality or prejudice, 
we are of the opinion that no collision 
would bave taken place, and no blood 
been shed, but instead thereof a procla- 
mation was issved, which had a tenden- 
cy only to fan the flame and intensify 
the passions. 

We cannot fail to call attention to the 
fact that one of these very complained of 
officers had been installed into office by 
the governor after the senate had refus- 
ed to confirnt him, upon the express 
ground of a want of power of the gov- 
ernor to make the appointment—thas 
overriding all constitutional restraints in 
exercising what he decmed his preroga- 
tives and thereby depriving the people 
of one of their constitutional and inalien- 
able rights. 

In this condition of affairs what could 
the citizens of Vicksburg be expected to 
do? An armed host was marching on their 
city from every direction—their houses 
and their ftiresides even about to be in- 
vaded; their wives and children were in 
danger, and no matter what was the 
original cause, could they stand idly by 
an.i see everything near and dear to them 
thus endangered ® Was it not the 
prompting of _ self-preservation—nay 
more, the protection .of their families, 
that required them then to repel the at- 
tack at all hazards and at every cost? 

There is one strange and inexplicable 
thing connected with this message, and 
that is that while the governor can de- 
nounce in severe and unmeasured terms 
the action of the tax-payers, he utters 
no word of reflection upon the officers. 
His anathemas are hurled wholly at the 
white citizens, and their grievances, 
whatever they may be, are no extenua- 
tion or excuse with him. 

Whatever there may have been, there 
certainly is now no domestic violence to 
suppress, and no necessity for United 
States troops for any purpose, unless it 
be to aid in carrying the special election 
ordered for the 31st inst. 

The question for us should be, what is 
best for the state, and not how to maintain 
the supremacy of any party. Wecannot 
hope for peace and prosperity until the 
people are left to control their own local 
affairs free from federal interference. 


This is a history of the whole matter 
in a nutshell, from intelligent men who 
know all the circumstances and devel- 
oped facts, and who have thus officially 
presented them to the world in their 
sworn capacities as legislators. Neither 
Ames, nor the department of justice, 
nor all the other radical lights, big or 
little, can alter the truth. The for- 
mer, however, will do his best to 
retain his powerover a people that, 


six years ago, he declared he hated. 


and would make feel his power. 
His very presence seems to be punish- 
ment enough, and the hate has thus be- 
come reciprocal. The Vicksburg Herald 
of the 19th instant says: ‘‘The people of 
Mississippi look down upon the wretched 
caitiff with measureless scorn, and it 
makes them dizzy to look so low.

The Suicide. 


The mania for suicide seems to be 
gaining ground every day. The papers 
are giving instances of men and even 
women, who seek this mode of relief 
from their troubles. The diversity of 
means employed to terminate life, by 
these unfortunates, are as strange as their 
troubles, and are often as horrible as 
they are startling. Butthe tragedy that 
was enacted in our city, last Monday 
morning, stands out without a parallel. 
There is sometiuing terrible in that cool 
determination, which will enable a man 
to write his will five days before his self- 
murder, disposing of everything he 
owns, evento his coal scuttle, and ar- 
ranging for burial, send letters to friends, 
discussing his reasons and the mode of 
his death, as deliberately as if he was 
speaking about some body else; then 
when all earthly matters had been care- 
fully looked after, to take 
@ position upon the floor of the bed cham- 
ber so as to avoid soiling the bed clothes, 
put the muzzleof arevolver between his 
teeth and pulled the trigger. The stern 
control over his nerves which Samuel J. 
Anderson must have possessed is of itself 
extraordinary. 

But there are other features about this 
tragedy which make it stand alone even 
among suicides. It is exceedingly rare 
that men who are so gifted by nature 
and education as this unhappy man kill 
themselves. Suicides usually come frem 
the other extremes—men whose wretch- 
edness, degradation and ignorance, de- 
prive life of all of its blessings and death 
of all of its terrors. 


It is also rare that men who have been 
successful in life kill themselves. Usu- 
ally the longest lived of all men isthe 
office holder, and instances are few where 
snbsequent reverses can even causethem 
to seriously meditate this fearful mode 
of escape.

all who knew him, and his ‘‘acknowl- 
edged capacities” are proven by the 
number of important offices he has filled. 
What he meant by the expression, ‘‘Irre- 
sistible circumstances,” was simply fate. 
Mr. Anderson was an infidel. His ideal 
seems to have been Tom Paine, and he 
was COusequently more or less a fatalist. 
Believing im neither future rewards or 
punishments, he did not allow such con- 
siderations as these to come between 
himself and his deadly purpose. Had he 
been a believer in the christian religion 
he would probably be living to-day, for 
the terrors of the life beyond the grave 
has stayed many a suicide’s hand. 

The prominent characteristics of this 
unhappy man were his remarkable in- 
tegrity in all things, especially money 
matters, his perfect truthfulness, which 
nothing could change, his great persona! 
eourage and his great sensitiveness. Ile 
was also a man of literary taste, and at 
times in his life made valuable cortribu- 
tions to anumber of journals. Thicse 
are the elements of a successful mun, 
but were rendered of no avail by atfilic- 
tions in his family circle, reverses in his 
business which stung him to the quick, 
and above all by his fatalistie theories. 
together they have finally caused him 
to bury himself and sorrows in a sui- 
cide’s grave.

The secretary of the treasury says the 
estimate of the director of the mint shows 
a gain in specie and bullion inthe last two 
fiscal years of about $3+,000,000.

THE PROMISED REFORM IN FEDERAL OFFI- 

CES IN THE SOUTH. 
{Special to the N. Y. World.] 

The long-coutemplated reorganization of 
personnel of the federal offices in the south 
is now about to be carried into effect. Asa 
rule, the persons put in office through the 
carpet-bag influence have turned out no 
better than might be expected from that 
class of adventurers. Numerous complaints 
bave been made by the yespectable resident 
element in the southern states, and recent 
developments have shown that not afew of 
them are well founded. There are movi- 
ments on foot which will soon lead toa 
very thorough weeding out. The custom 
house investigations, it is rumored, will be 
extendei to the south, and it is said that 
many persons now in office will be dis 
pensed with entirely, aud others, where 
necessary, will be supplanted. The post- 
oflices will also be looked into, in Alabama 
especially. 

VALUE OF ALASKA TO THE UNITED STATES. 
(Special to the New York Tribune} 

Mr. Henry Elliott, who went to Alaska 
last summer, as specialagent of the treasu- 
ry, to look after the interests of the govern- 

ment on the islands where the fur seal is ta- 
ken, is preparing a report on the value of the 
entire territory to the United States, which 
will have the merit of being based upon the 
extended personal observations of the 
writer. Mr. Elliott has spent a great deal 
of time in Alaska, both befere and since its 
purchase, and has probably seen more of 
its rocks and icebergs than any other 
Awerican. All the stories of its mineral 
wealth, and of the value of its fisheries, he 
savas, are pure fictions. Its surface is a mass 
of basaltic rock, which as all geologists 
know contains no mineral deposits. What 
little soil there is produces little that is use- 
fulto man, and the fisheries, which were 
described as of immense value when the 
treaty for buying the region was pending, 
do not yield food enough to supply the na- 
tives. The only portion of the whole vast 
domain which yields any revenue to the gov- 
ernment is the fur seal islands. From the 
tax on the skins of the animals taken on 
these islands,the treasury gets 300,900 
annually. Against this single item of reve- 
nue Mr. Elliott offsets the cost of maintain- 
ing troops in the territory, which amounts 
to about $350,000 a year, and the expense 
of the civil establishment at Sitka and in 
the seal islands. Without counting I{nter- 
est on the purchasé money paid Russia, 
which at six per cent. would amount to 
$420,000 a year, the balance sheet shows & 
heavy deficit. The United States is there- 
fore paying a large sum for the empty 
honor of possessing a vast, desolate region, 
which is totally unfit for the home of civi- 
tized beings, and can never by any possibili 
ty be anything but a burden for the countr 
to carry.

Special Correspondence of the Constitution. 

Wasuineton, December 21 —The 
house judiciary committee has before it 
ya bill introdaced by W. A. Smith, of 


North Carolina, for the relief of the 


settlement of their debts. It is as fol- 
lows : 

Whereas there has been illegally as- 
seased, collected and paid into the treas- 
ury of the United States a large sum of 
money, imposed as a tax upon the cotton 
product of certain states, to wit: Virgin- 
ia, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Texas and Arkansas; and 
the said states are involved in debt, from 
which they cannot relieve themselves 
without assistance; Therefore, 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives in Congress assembled, 
That the secretary of the treasury and 
attorney general are hereby directed, 
without delay, to confer with the credit- 
ors of said states, and ascertain upon 
what terms such indebted.ess can be 
compromised ard adjusted. The evideb- 
ces of debt shall be classified in the man. 
ner now established and recognized by 
the stock exchange of New York. If 
in the opinion of the secretary of the 
treasury and attorney general a reasona- 
ble and fair settlement of such indebted- 
ness can be made, then the secretury of 
the treasury is hereby authorized to pay 
on the debt ofeach state a sum of money 
equal to the an¥ount of cotton tax collect- 
ed from the people of such state as afore- 
said Provided, That where the 
amount uf cotton tax 
80 paid by the people of any one of said 
states shall not be sufficient to discharge 
the whole of its indebtedness, payment 
shall first be made op debts contracted 
previous to the first day of January, 
1867, the excess, if any, to be applied, as 
faras it will go, to the payment of debts 
contracted subsequent to May 1, 1865, 
according to their class, those of the 
longest date being entitled to preference. 

Sec 2. That if there shall be a 
surplus after discharging the debts of 
any of said states out of the cotton tax 
so collected as aforesaid, the secretary of 
the treasury is hereby directed to pay the 
same to the proper authorities of the 
state wherein the people reside, from 
whom the same was collected, to be used 
for the support of the free schools of 
such state. 

A GOOD BILL. 

This is certainly the best plan yet pro- 
posed for dealing with the cotton tax 
question. It puts the whole of the large 
sums thus collected out of the reach of 
the cotton tax lobby, composed for the 
most part of northern men, and provides 
for a just and equitable settlement of the 
whole matter. ‘This bill should certainly 
command the uniled support of the 
southern delegation, but its passage even 
then would by no means be assured 


INTERESTING TO CLAIMANTS. 


Senator Morton's bill, declaring the 
effect of the permit to purchase products 
of the insurrectionary states in certain 
cases granted by the president during the 
war of the rebellion, provides that in the 
determination of any claim for the pro- 
ceeds of captured or abandoned property 
now pending or hereafter to be brought 
in the court of claims, or before any de- 
partment of the government, whenever 
it shall appear that the president of the 
United States or any purchasing agent of 
the government authorized any person 
to go into any of the insurrectionary 
states for the purpose of bringing out the 
products of such state, and shall have 
issued to such person a permit or license 
containing a guarantee of safe conduct 
through the military lines, and freedom 
from detention, seizure and forfeiture; 
and in ali cases when itsha)l appear that 
any pargpesing age of qé United 
States calytracted such’ pérson for 
the purchase of such license and permit, 
and such contract of purchase, when 
made pursuant to regulations of the sec 
retary of the treasury, shall be held valid 
and binding on the United States; and 
in ail cases where such products, whether 
in trapsitu or in store awaiting transpor- 
tation, shal: have been seized by the au- 
thorities or agents of the United States, 
the claimants thereof, or those claiming 
under him, on proof that such products 
were obtained and held by him under 
such permit or license, or were contract- 
ed to be sold to any purchasing agent of 
the government, shall be entitle 
ceive the pet proceeds of the same, 
as such products may be traced info the 
treasury of the United States. 

This bill is now before the senxte com- 
mittee on military affairs. 

BUSINESS AND FINAN

the ruin uf the south results in the loss of 
its best customers, and that fact had 
much to do with the recent political rey 
olution. When the south ceases to pro- 
duce, northern factories and mills have 
to stop work, and hard times in the 
south react upon the north. It is the 
opinion of the gentleman referred to— 
who does not, however, set himself-up as 
a financier—that the national bank sys- 
tem is the source of our present moneta- 
ry troubles. The south had uo capital 
with which to establish their banks, and 
they have now absorbed the money of 
thecountry, so that the south can get 
none to raise crops or carry on its indus- 
tries. Money is today a drug in the 
Wall street market, while in some sec- 
tioas of the south, it cannot be attained, 
even at ugurious rates of interest. 

Practically, the government pays the 
nationa! banks for doing what the treas- 
ury department might do for nothing. 
Free banking is what is needed, but the 
national bank ring is doubtless strong 
enough to defeat any move inthat direc- 
tion.

were a bane and reproach to honest peo- 
ple. Both administrations are alike 
characterized by some of the most cor- 
rupt swindling schemes that ever dis- 
graced any poor benigited slate. 

In addition to his swindling propensi- 
ties, Moses’ administration was charac 
terized by the unprecedented abuse he 
made of the pardoning power.

The object of the 
land commission was to provide Jands 
for the landless by purchasing lands at 
fair and Smoderate prices, and selling 
them out again to the freedmen on lon 
credit and short interest. Eight adel 
thousand dollars were appropriated to 
the land commission, and of that sum 
about six lhuudred tLousand dollars were 
expended without any benefit whatever 
to the state. In a single transaction in 
Charleston county, a man by the name 
of Schley sold to the land commission 
thirty thousand acres of land for thirty 
thousand dollars, but receipted for one 
hundred and twenty thousand seven 
hundred and fifty-three dollars. This the 
state was Charged, jand paid ninety 
thousand seven hundred and fifty-three 
dollars more jor a tract of land than it 
cost. Be it said to Chamberlain’s dis- 
credit that he was a member of the ‘‘ad- 
visory board,” which had surveillance of 
the land commission, and istherefore re- 
sponsible, with the other members of the 
board, for its shortcoming. 

Again, in 1869-70, the legislature, in 
conformity to an ordinance of the consti- 
tutional convention of 1868, passed an 
act creating what was known as the 


SINKING FUND COMMISSION. 


Chamberlain was also a member of this 
commission. The ostensible object of 
the sinking fund commission was to sell 
all the real and personal property of the 
state not in actual public use, and to ap- 
ply the proceeds of the sale to the ex 
tinguishment of the public debt. Pro- 
perty to the amount of $121,773 was sold 
and this sum, according to the report of 
a special committee appointed by the 
legislature itself, and which of course 
was republican in character, $116,677 
were expended without any benefit what- 
ever to the state. 

Asa member of the financial board, 
Chamberlain is responsible for the ap- 
pointment of his old chum and school- 
mate, H. H. Krimpton, financial agent of 
the state, which resulted to the state in 
the loss of several millions of dollars on 
account of said appointment. He stands 
charged, and the charges have been 
proved, of various other offenses. But 
those already mentioned are sufficient to 
givea very good insight into his past 
record as connected with South Caroli- 
na politics. 

Inthe reeent canvass Mr. Chamber- 
lain met all these charges in rather a weak 
way. During Scott’s administration he 
was appoin'e attorney genera! ot the 
state. He stated that as attorney general 
it was not bis duty to prosecute any case 
until a case was made out, and that he 
represented a minority of the various 
boards of which he was a member, and, 
therefore, could not control their actions.
